AREA JOINT SCHOOL BOARD VOTES 
DOWN 1200 SEAT AUDITORIUM 


After reviewing prelim inary a r ­ 
chitectural sketches of W arren’s 
new high school Monday night, the 
W arren Area Joint School Board 
defeated a motion proposing a 1200 
seat auditorium. The original plans 
call for a 1000 seat capacity 
M embers in attendance at thd 
annual organization meeting voted 
29-13 in favor of the larg er audi­ 
torium and six of the nine boards 
were affirmative, 
But a special 
clause in the by-laws also requires 
a m ajority of the boards re p re ­ 
senting two—thirds of the ave) age 
daily m em bership to past an issue. 
W arren Borough, with between 
58 and 60 percent of the student 
body, went negative 4-3 and thus 
defeated the is Sue with the con­ 
trolling figure. 
Saying “ no” from the borough 
board were M. G. Keller, W. H. 
Cowden, F. E, Kieshauer, and My­ 
ron Jewell In favor were Dr. A. J. 
O’Connor, J. R. Hanson and W. 
Scott Calderwood. With the except­ 
io n of John Nordin, the five-man 
Elk township board said “ no” and 
the entire Clarendon contingent was 
opposed. 
In arguments for the addition it 
was pointed out the state has given 
its 
approval, administratively it 
would be advantageous to have all 


students attend an assembly at one 
time, the cost in proportion would 
be small, and the auditorium would 
De difficult to expand once built. 
The school officials did, however, 
approve a 600 square foot addition 
for the industrial arts department. 
This would allow space for three 
shops at an added cost of about 


$ 12,000. 
In opposition to this was P re s i­ 
dent Keller, three Elk m em bers 
and the Clarendon board. 
Plans for a 7500 square foot 
gymnasium which will seat 900 were 
also presented and it was pointed 
out by the architect that this cou!c 
easily be expanded in the future. 
Any future decisions regarding 
the new school now rest in the hands 
of the joint committee. 
In other action the Joint Board 
reelected 
Keller 
president 
and 
named Norman Grosch, of Mead 
township; the vice president. Rob­ 
ert M. Smith’s recent election as 
secretary was confirmed and he 
will serve for four years under 
new legislation. 
A joint committee session fol­ 
lowed and the body, as is custom ary, 
named the 
same officers as the 
Joint Board. 
It was agreed that the payments 
for a new high school be tenta­ 


tively placed in the 1958-59 budget 
and that a dental clinic be included 
in the plans for the new structure. 
Payments approved included $19, 
934.56, bills due (over $14,000 of 
this goes to the retirem ent board); 
$370, special services; $64, re c re a ­ 
tional services; $480.39, substitute 
teachers; $788.28, janitors’ over­ 
time; $2,339.21, o r d e r s for the 
month; $7,358.37, cafeteria bills. 
Use of- the high school by the 
Pennsylvania State University for 
instructing industrial and business 
type 
courses was 
granted. 
En­ 
couraged by the senior and junior 
Chambers 
of 
C o m m e r c e , the 
courses 
will 
consist of college 
a lg e b r a , 
engineering d r a f t i n g , 
technical 
writing, 
speech, elec­ 
trical engineering,

OUTMANEUVERED 
Those members of the W arren 
Area Joint School board who say 
they are in favor of an adequate 
auditorium with a seating capacity 
of at least 1200, appeared very 
poorly prepared to present their 
case at the meeting, Monday night, 
and allowed themselves to be out­ 
maneuvered on the floor. 
As the 
result, a minority of the area’s 
population had its way. 
No one seemed to have asked an 
architect or engineer how much an 
additional 200 seats would cost. If 
they had they would have learned 
the cost would be only $12,000. 
Someone asked the architect who 
was present and he said it woulc 
be less than $17,000. 
But no one 
followed it up to press him for the 
exact price, a figure he should have 
been prepared to give. 
Consequently, all the board mem­ 
bers present were voting either for 
or against a portion of the building 
without knowing the actual price. 
How could they vote intelligently 
concerning an unknown quantity? 
Some day when a move is started 
to obtain money with which to build 
a public auditorium for this area 
it won’t come any easier when we 
rem em ber that we once could have 
done it for $12,000, with payments 
spread over thirty years!

TOO MUCH AUDITORIUM 
It is difficult to understand 
o r 
what basis the proponents of the 
1,000-seat W arren high school audi­ 
torium were working to arrive at 
that figure. 
They argue that we 
can have two assem blies, with the 
boys and girls taking turns attend­ 
ing. They also say that Beaty audi­ 
torium is adequate. 
Inasmuch as we do not anticipate 
that the new high school will have a 
student population exceeding 1500, 
why do we need 1,000 seats? 
It 
seems that another auditorium of 
750 seats, such as we have at Beaty, 
would be sufficient. 
If it is cost that concerns us and 
if it is a double assembly with which 
we are saddling our future faculties, 
why not really slide it to fifty per 
cent of the anticipated attendance? 
If we are making no effort to build 
an auditorium that will serve the 
population of the entire area, then 
we need no more seating capacity 
than now is available in Beaty school. 
If economy is the only thought in­ 
volved, why not 700 bleacher seats 
that can be folded away to perm it 
other use of this expensive space? 
[Plays and concerts can be held at 
Beaty. 
These boys by their own m easur­ 
ing stick are extravagantly squand­ 
ering our money!

The limited thinking by the leaders 
of the opposition to adequacy and 
progressiveness in education does 
not surprise us. 
They are a re­ 
flection of W arren’s procrastinating 
past which today is proving so 
costly. 
We have many examples 
of this thinking, of which the hos­ 
pital is a m ajor one 
" It required little vision to see 
that our alleged hospital enlarge­ 
ment program a very few years 
ago was not adequate. 
And those 
now left with the job of operating 
the hospital already are looking 
for more room and must find funds 
with which to add the desperately 
needed space 
This is the kind of blindness that 
has cost W arren unnecessary m il­ 
lions for such facilities as a sew­ 
age plant, new schools, hospital 
space, paved streets, flood control, 
and a few others most any citizen 
can name. 
And now with a high school to be 
built in an expanding and prosperous 
area, we are not looking beyond our 
prim er. 
And the main reason is 
that we have a few people of very 
limited vision in key places to con­ 
stantly block progress. 
Isn’t it time for the W arren area 
to stop paying a pound for every 
penny supposedly saved?

NOT EXACTLY DEMOCRATIC 
In 
this supposedly democratic 
area we seriously question the fair­ 
ness of the voting method used by 
the W arren area jointure. 
Six out 
of nine boards favored the 1200 
seats for the new school. 
Of the 
W arren board members, three out 
of four favored it. 
Thus it is very possible to pass 
a motion without expressing the 
wishes of the majority of the people 
represented. 
W arren has over half the popu­ 
lation. 
And if four of its seven 
members votes for a motion it is 
as good as in, because one or two 
other boards usually will go along. 
This is like electing a president 
without a majority as can be done 
with the outmoded electoral college 
system about which everyone com­ 
plains but about which the politicians 
in Washington do nothing for obvious 
reasons. 
If the school board m embers in 
the jointure were to each represent 
a 
proportionate number of tax­ 
payers, your results would be truly 
democratic, much fairer, and you 
would have 1200 seats in that audi­ 
torium.

TIME TO ACT 
We have been wondering what 
happened to the plan that would have 
rearranged W arren’s wards so that 
the residents would have equal rep­ 
resentation in council. 
The Fifth 


ward would be reduced in size and 
other wards enlarged or reduced to 
come up with an average population 
for all nine. 
Council tentatively approved this 
idea long ago, but nothing has been 
leard about it recently. The prob­ 
lem, we believe, was that so radi­ 
cal a change would mean much shuf­ 
fling of the assessm ent records. 
We now have an opportunity to 
make the change with a minimum 
of confusion. 
We are suggesting the right mo­ 
ment for the readjustment would 
be the month when the new assess­ 
ment system goes into effect. 
It 
will be our only opportunity to 
make the change with a minimum 
of trouble. 
As it is today, large wards, such 
as the Fifth, have only two council­ 
men, even though they are twice 
as big as some others which also 
have two. 
And the assessm ent job 
is made more difficult in the cum­ 
bersome wards. 
Modernization is 
in order and the time is ripe.

Sails Of Fire May Jar 
Us Back To Reality 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON — For something 
no bigger than a soft ball, the earth 
satellite that burned itself out has 
Decome a symbol for much dis­ 
illusionment after our spreeof com­ 
placency. 
No one would think that the bal­ 
ance of power in the world, at least 
psychologically, would have been 
so upset in so short a time in the 
month when Russia projected two 
successive balls into space and. 
we punctured the period with 
failure, as if throwing a vast in­ 
terrogation mark across the skies. 
Our complacency took longer in 
the making but, if we have cast it 
off, then it could be the beginning 
of wisdom. 
In the midst of history, it is 
always risky to try to put a begin­ 
ning to the period of retreat from 
hard realities. It could be when, 
after a fearful, bloody war in a 
faraway corner called Korea, and 
so soon after a global war, we 
became war-weary and wanted re­ 
lief and surcease for awhile. We 
wanted to have a deliverer for our 
troubles. 
If one may try to find a root of 
our trouble, we might suggest that 
it was when we, as a people, were 
willing to make a crime of Korea 
for the sake of a political issue 
in the 1952 campaign, that is, to 
forget its real meaning in the stand 
against aggression. 
In short, we were willing to forget 
this was part of our national heri­ 
tage. To President Truman, the 
decision for us to stand in Korea 
and join with the United Nations is 
still today, as at the time, one of 
the shining pages of our history, and 
the history of our age. When Russia 
ignited Communist North Korea, 
her satellite (in a different sense 
then), to attack South Korea, a ward 
of the United Nations, President 
Truman saw that we could do nothing 
but call a halt to this unprovoked 
aggression. Otherwise, the Com­ 
munist menace would have overrun 
that area of the world and sought to 
penetrate elsewhere along the peri­ 
meter of the Communist world. 
But we grew weary of the war. 
Our people wanted a deliverer from 
our troubles. At hand, as a com­ 
forter and as a healer and a unify 
ing force among our people, there 
was a warm and genial personality 
who was at the same time a sol­ 
dier, a war hero. He was induced 
to head a political party 20 years 
out of power. He became the image 
of peace and plenty and rest. 
Shrewd party leaders, who were 
interested in getting a winner, hung 
“ Korea” as a badge of shame to 
flaunt in the faces of the Demo­ 
crats. It did become the leading 
issue. It was simple. Victory seem­ 
ed certain, but just to make sure, 
General Eisenhower pledged at the 
eleventh hour in the campaign, if 
elected, that he would go to Korea 
in person. He made the trip and in 
time there was eventually peace 
after long negotiations. Victory was 
easy, the first time, andeveneasier 
the second time. 
He created a businessman’s gov­ 
ernment, over which he presided 
with a relaxed rein. He thought of 
his cabinet as the board of direc­ 
tors. 
Business did indeed take over. 
Government was tailored for busi­ 
ness, and with no nonsense. Those 
who gathered about his government 
knew exactly what they wanted. They 
|«till do. 
Made the servants of business 
were the Federal regulatory agen­ 
cies, which had been set up to 
protect the public Throughout was 
the counting house mind. It was 
busy in seeking to hand over valu­ 
able natural resources, includin; 
our water resources. The aim was 
exploitation, that is, where they 
were able to utilize sites out of 
which they could profit. Tax laws 
were revamped to provide special 
privileges for business, including 
shocking tax easements under the 
guise of defense industries in many

ing to lose. Most employers in 
their future lives will not allow 
these young men to violate the 
rules, come to work in poor phy­ 
sical condition, ignore orders, and 
continually contradict superiors. 
When parents approve their son 
o r daughter’s participation in a 
sport they have a right to assume 
that there will be discipline and 
that their offspring will receive 
only what he or she earns. They 
have a right to expect the coach 
to play to win, and to do this the 
members of the squad may have to 
learn to lose. 
Those who will not stand for dis­ 
cipline and those who are not cap­ 
able or cooperative should not be 
on the team. That is their lesson. 
The lesson many adults have had 
to learn the costly way. 
And parents who expect other­ 
wise, and who think their darling 
should be given advantages he does­ 
n’t earn, are detracting much from 
our educational system.

Zoning Change Proposed 
For Fourth Avenue 


A change in the zoning ordinance 
that will permit professional and 
business offices and studios in the 
Residential Three area along Fourth 
ave. has been proposed by the W ar­ 
ren planning commission, and the 
Warren borough council has voted 
to hold a public hearing on Decem­ 
ber 26 and act finally on the change 
at its regular January 6 session. 
The R-3 area stretches along 
Fourth ave. from a point two hun­ 
dred feet east of Market st. to 
Laurel st. Its depth is 150 feet on 
both sides of Fourth. The change 


does not alter the zone. It still is 
R-3, but it takes a paragraph out 
of Commercial-1, involving pro­ 
fessional and business offices, and 
^places it in R-3. 
An additional requirement is that 
buildings housing such offices have 
an offstreet parking space for every 
five hundred feet of office floor. 
Such a building must not house re­ 
tail establishments or have display 
windows. 


* 
Council 
approved a resolution 
which creates a sewer revenue fund 
and designates the Warren Bank and 
Trust company as the depository

With budget 
problems and other business shap­ 
ing up, such as the zoning ordinance 
change, January 6 is apt to last a 
few seconds longer.
